The description
of the rarious articles must be specific, and
anvihing tending towsrd a violstion of the
law will subject the shippers to arrest.

WHIFFLETREES KNOCKED OUT.

About the most imporsant objection to
the revised classification came from Oliver
Bros. & Phillips, who claim their busi-
ness §=  being unjustly  injured by
the mew classification. The firm are
large shippers of whiffletrees, which,
they claim, sre really the same as iron, and
sbould take the iron rate, away below sec-
ond-class; but the railroad companies bave
refused io redpee them. A numberof the
agents here say the classifieation is entirely
too high, and they would make it lower if
they eould. These trees are a cheap article.
They are put up in packages of 12 and only
weirh about 100 pounds. They are not lia-

This was formerly shipped as com-
mon glassware, and took a much lower rate
than it ought to pay. The shippgrs are now
afruid of the fine and imprisonment, and
will not run the risk for the sake of mak-
ing & few dollars.

THE SCALPERES XOT SCARED.

They Say They Will still be Pald Commis-
sions on Tickets.

The action of the railroads between New
York and Chieago, including those in this
city, in making an agreement not to pay
commissions om tickets, is not having much
effect on the ticket brokers and the Pittsburg
railrond sgents who have been receiving
commissions. Notices have beca sent out
br all the lines shat, on and after April 1,
no commissions will be paid. The notices
rend:

Not to pay, share or sllow any form of
commission, salary, side cut or other con-
sideration in connection with the sale of
tickets of the issues of otber companies, or
permit the tickets of these lines tobe sold at
sny point on commission.

The strooger lines buve issved another
notice to the effect that their agents are pro-
hibited from ieceiving commissions, and
any violation of the rule will cause immedi-
ate dismissal,

A number of ticket brokers, or sealpers,
were seen vesterdav, and when asked nbout
the matter smiled. They said that the
weaker lines would continue to pay the com-
missions just the same &8 ever.

The ruilroads in this city that pay com-
missions are the Lake Erle and the Pitts-
burg and Western. It will be a
lotely opecessary for them w0  re-
munersie the brokers in  come way,
or the latter will not bhandle their
tickets. Asone of the scalpers smid: “It is
all right for strong lines to refuse to pay
commissions, for they will get the business
anyhow, but such roads as the Lake Erie
aud Pittsburg and Western wonla get oo
through passengers ot all if they did not
give us something for them.”

Thirty-two lines in the 20gystems between
Chicego and New York signed the agree-
ment not fo pay commissions.
